crisis which the banks and her principal industries are under- 
going and which soon will be determined, thanks to the effort) 
of all. 


The political situation is normal and if the electoral period 


has been prolonged it is due exclusively to the tenacity and 
the technical skill with which the defending candidates thru 
their attorneys and agents avail themselves of the grounds ol 
appeals etablished in the new election code and have persistec 
in these appeals before the court. The partial election that 
will have to be effected in some districts will not delay the re- 
sult. There is no reason for alarm. Cuba and her govern 
ment ar eserenely confident over the future which a countrj 
ambitious as few others has the right to hope for. The rela- 
tions between Cuba and the United States are more cordial 
than ever." 


HAVANA, Jan. 6—General Enoch Crowder, personal rep- 


resentative of President Wilson was due today to begin an in- 
vestigation of the political and financial affairs of the republic. 
There was much speculation as to the reception to be given 
him by the President and other Cuban officials.

It is feared that he might be jailed 
or perhaps put to death by enthusiastic captors if he is found 
Before negotiations are begun. The soldiers are continuing

velopments of peace or further violence Dublin is living in 
nervous expectancy.

WASHINGTON, January 3—Labor unions or their mem- 
bers are accountable under the anti-trust laws where they de- 
part from their "normal and legitimate objects and engage in 
an actual combination or conspiracy in restraint of trade", the 
supreme court held today in an opinion, on which it divided, six 
to three. 
The court reversed lower court's decrees dismissing the 


application of the Duplex Printing Press company of Battle 
Creek, Mich., for an injunction restraining Emil J. Deering 
and William Bramley, as business agents of the International! 
Association of Machinists from continuing a so-called second-i 
ary boycott. This was described by the court as "a combina- 
tion not merely to refrain from dealing with complaint, or to 
adviae or by peaceful means to persuade complainants cus- 
tomers to refrain (primary boycott), but to exercise coercive 
pressure upon such customers, actual .and prospective, in or- 
der to cause them to withhold or withdraw patronage from 
complainant through fear of loss or damage to 
themselves 


should they deal with it." 
Labor lenders of prominence declined to comment on the 


' decision of the court which is the first to be given on what 


Prenident Gompers of the American Federation of Labor has 
described as "labor's bill of rights." At the headquarters of 
the International Association of Machinists it was said that all 
the officers were out of town. 


Immunity from prosecution was claimed for the agents 


of the union under section six of the Clayton act, which sets 
forth that the "labor of a human being is not an article or 
commodity of commerce." It also was contended during the 
course of the litigation that, under section twenty of the same 
statute.the courts were specifically restrained1 from1 gainting 
injunctions such as that for which application was made. 


Juntice Pitney, who read the opinion of the court, said: 
"As to section six, it seems to us its principal importance 


in this Uiscii'sion is for what it does not authorize, and for t;he 
limit it sets it the immunity conferred. 
The section assumes 


the normal objects of a Iab6r organization t6 be legitimate, and 
declares that nothing in the anti-trust laws shall be construed 
to forbid the existence and operation of such organizations 
or to forbid their members from lawfully carrying out their 
legitimate objects. But there is- nothing in the section to ex- 
empt su.ch an organization or its members from acountability! 
where it, or they, depart from its legitimate objects and engage 
in an actual combination or conspiracy in restraint of trade, 
and by no fair, or permissable construction can it be taken 
aa authorizing any activity otherwise unlawfully." 


With respect to section twenty, the court's opinion was 


equally explicit. 
After eetting forth in great detail the scope of the injunc- 
tion which the court held should issue, the opinion awarded the 
complainant reimbursements for all costs in the supreme court 
and in the two lower courts. 
Special facts in the case should have been considered by 


the court the dissenting opinion, signed by Justices Bran'deis, 
Holmes and Clarke, held, adding that these would have shown 
the acts complained of to have been in reality a part of the 
strike inaugurated by the union in the principal plant of the 
Duplex company. 
The de/endants, the dissenting justices said, were ob- 


viouBly pursuing a course which would injure the complain- 
ant, but they "were not doing it maKcfously", afcd the unions 
did not induce any employe to break his contract or engage 
in violence.

It is to be hoped that movements towards disarmament, so 


prcatly and immediately necessary, will be strictly confined 
to Congress unitl the inauguration of President Harding. 
But 


*it may prove that President Wilson will be, up to the last, 
consistently ill-advised, which is perhaps only another way of 
saying that he will not be advised at all. 
He has the power, 


not merely generally under the Constitution, but specifically 
Under the Army Appropriation Act of August, 1916, to pro- 
pose an international conference on disarmament.

BRINGS GREAT RESULTS 


Prior to this season two Carbon 


county fanners had to go to 
their 


neighbors to obtain their family ap- 
ple supply. Both had ancient apple 
orchards on their farms which they 
counted as so much dead wood. But 
last spring they were persuaded to 
use the ordinary sprays for the con- 
trol" of insect pests and diseases. As
